I Bro leave to transmit, for the infotmiatida bf “my Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, the inelésed extract of 
a-letter I reeeived from Captaja Portlocleyof tii gViajesty’s sloop 
Arrow, giving an account of the capture “of & ship and brig 
of superior force. ‘The gallantry and good canduct displayed 
on the occasion by Capraims Portlock aud Bolt6n, their officers 
and ships companies, merit my highest praiSedad thanks. 
i uave the honcur to state to you, that in obedience to your 
order of the 9th instant, I immediately got under, weigh, 
accompanied by the Wolverene, and proceeded on the service 
you did me tht particular honour to entrust to my care. 

On the evening of that day, the tide of flood being done, 
wé am Hored abreast of the Texel ; and un the afternoon of the 
following day we anchored on the edge of the flack or flat, a- 
breast of Wieriugen ; at this anchorage I found it necessary to 
lighten the ship, which was. very speedily done, bringing her 
from twelve feet eight inches to twelve feet, and-on the day 
following we turned over the flack, carrying shoal water from 
one side tothe other. On the morning “of the 123h instant we 
weighed again and procesded on for the Fly Island, on ap- 
proaching which we saw a ship and brig at anchor in 
the narrow passage that Icadeth fromthe Fly Island towards 
Harlingen ; i¢ was soon perceived they were vessels of force, 
and bearing the Batavian Republic colours; we approached, 
the British asd» ancient Dutch, colours flying together, until 
within haif gun-shot of the brig, she being the nearest to us, 
without either of them changing their col urs; the Dutch co- 
lours were then hauled down, and I made the signal to en- 
gage the enémy #8 coming up with 1, Meaning the Wol- 
verene to engage the brig, and to pas to the ship myself. 

Captain Bolton anchored his ship in the most masterly und 
gallant manner, and just in the position { could have wished, 
which was on his weathér qaarter, ata quarter of a cable dis- 
tance, and sas to have enubled me, had it been necessary, to 
give the enewy a broadside in passing, without annoying the 
Wolverene, and after heaving on his spring until his broadside 
bore on fhe brig, fired one shot just to try his disposition, 
npon which the encmy fired three guns to leeward and hauled 
down his colours. 

I made the signal for the Wolverene to take charge of the 
prize, amd desired the officer sent op board to send her pilot to 
couduct the Arrow to the ship, (my Dutch pilots sr de~ 
clined the charge), and requested of Captain Bolton to ‘ollow 
me to the jetting passage, where the ship lay, and then push- 
ed omtowards her. We had to turn to windward towards 
the enemy against a strong lee tide which retarded our pro- 
gress much}; she lay. with springs on her cables, and her broad- 
side opposed directly to our approach, and for twenty mi- 
nutes before we cod!d bring a gun to bear with effect on 
her, annoyed us very much, and cut us up a good deal in the 
huil, sails, and rigging ; but after bringing the ship up by the 
stern and head iu a very narrow passage at about a quarter of 
a cable from him, the:contest became smart, but was short, for 
she struck in about fifteen minutes alter we commenced our 
fire upon her, and just before the Wolverene (which was press- 
ing in the most gallant manner to my aid) came up. I sent my 
first Lieutenant to take possession of her, and found her to be 
the Batavian Republic guard-ship Le Draak, commanded by 
Captain-Lieutenant, Van Esch, mounting 24 guns, 16 of them 
long Dutch eighteen=pounders, two long English thirty-two 

ounders, six fifty pound howitzers, and 180 men, - From the 
Sieh L rather suppose langridge was fired, as several pie- 
ces of iron were picked ap in the ship after the action was 
over. Our loss in killed and wounded (considering the length 
of time we had to,advance on her under every disadvantage, 
such as being exposed to her raking fire for about twenty mi- 
nutes, working ship ina very narrow navigation, shortening 
sail, aud anchoring) is’ very small, having only to lament at 
preseut the death of one brave man ; there are nine wounded, 
some of sghem badly, and myself slightly in the left knee. 

The loss of the enemy 1 have not as. yet been able to ascer- 
wounded were found on board 
her, and from the appearance o great quantities of blood, &c. 
covered with tarpaulins, which Captain Bolton discovered, I 
am led to think has been very considerable ; indeéd some of 
them confess that a number were put into a boat, and sent to 
Harlingen immediately upon the ship striking, and from the 
number they at present muster not agreeing with thé esteblish- 
ment, 1 ani induced to believe that was the case. 

On my going on board the Draak | found she had been built 
for a sheer hutk, and converted into a guard-ship, extremely 
old; her masts and rigging very much cut, and the vessel al- 
together unfit for his Majesty’s service, determined me to de- 
stroy her ; 1 therefore directed Captain Bolton to perform that 
duty, which he did effectually by burning her. ‘This service 
performed, we weighed and proceeded towards the Fly Island, 
at which place we anchored on the .15th instant. J immedi- 
ately sent Copesin Bolton to take possession of the Batavian 

nip the Dolphin, riding’ at anchor close to the 
town of the Fly. She had on our anchoring hoisted the O- 
range colours and the same step was taken on the island. A 
person came off from the Municipality, desiring him to sur- 
render the islandto the Government of the Prince of Orange ; 
and I have the honour to request you will be pleased to direct 
some persons to be sent as soon as convenient, to take upon 
themselves the arrangement and management of civil affairs in 
the island. 

The island of Schelling has not yet adopted the same step. 
I shall therefore, if it meets your approbation, take the neces~ 
sary steps to induce them to doit. 

To the captains and officers I have given paroles, which 
measure | hope ‘will meet your wishes. ‘The prisoners from the 
ship and brig, amounting to about 230,! have put on board the 
Dolphin, until I know your pleasure respecting them (I think 
they will mostly volunteer for the Prince’s service): the com- 
mand of which ship I have given, until your pleasure is known 
to Lieutenant M‘Dougal of the Wolverene. \ This officer, from 
his zeal at dll times (from Captain Bolton’s report) but particu- 
larly so om ghe service we were at present employed, I think, 
Sir, wilhmerit your/proteetion, And now, Sir, permit me to 
have the honour of expressing to you the sentiments of grati- 
tude I fecl at the conduct of alt those employed under me in 
this little expedition; each individual has behaved well. To 
Captain Bolton, his officers and ship’s company, I am particu- 
larly indebted for the gallant manner in which he pushed his 
ship on in attempting our assistance ; indeed I cannot but ac- 
knowledge the greatest obligations to Captain Bolton, for his 
counsel at all times. 

To the officers of ‘every description, seamen, and marines of 
the Arrow, | cannot sufficieritly express my approbation of their 
cool and determined bravery.. They: acquitted themselves as 
Britons, ‘To Mr Gilmour, my frst Lieutenant, the greatest 
praise is due for the prompt manner in which he caused my 
orders to bé executed in bringing the ship to an anchor under a 
heavy fire from the enemry. 1 therefore take the liberty of re- 
commending this zealous good officer to your protection. He 
is an old follower of mine, has been two voyages round the 
world with me, and was one of the three young midshipmen 


that remained with Lieutenant Riou during the distress of his 


Majesty’s ship Guardian ; I therefore hope my Lords Commis |

nave the honour to acquaint you, that I stood into the har- 
bour of Vivero, on the r8th instant, towards sun-set, and 
running between two Spanish vessels at anchor, distant from 
each other near twocabics length, f sent Lieut. Warren and Qli- 
ver with parties 2rmed to board them and make vat,which service 
they executed in a spirited and masterly manner. On their 
appearance ander sail, two forts and a detached gun opened 
round us, which I returned ; the heavy smoke of my guns, and 
day closing, prevented the enemy directing theirs to effect. 

One of the prizes named la Felicidad, a ship between 700 
and 800 tons, pierced for 22 guns, is:loaded with hemp, a few 
lower masts, and ship timber ; the other, named El Bisarro, a 
brig near 400 tons, with ship timber and iron, both bound to 
the arsenal at Ferrol. 

Lam obliged to Mr Hammond, commanding the Phenix 
ptivatecr lugger of Jersey, for the intelligence ; he followed in, 
and gave every assistance to the prizes, On the the 2 x inst.

Our readers are acquainted with the namerous failures 
which have already taken place at Hamburgh, occafion- 
ed in a great meafure by enormous fpecilations. Six 
houfes failed between the 18th and zoth; one of them 
a very large houfe, which lad very confiderable dealings 
with England, Holland, America, and Spain, Dea- 
mark, Rutlia, Naples, and France.-—This calamity bas 
roufed the attention of all the Hamburgh merchants, 
who have had feveral meeting:. - It was ‘firlt propofed 
to follow the plan adopted a-few years ago in. this,coun- 
try, viz. the iffue of commercial bills—but this propofal 
met with oppofition—It was at length determined to 
form a commercial fund of reliefs, to which fome of the 
molt refpectable houfes in Hamburgh have already fub- 
{cribed one million and a half of marks.—It is hoped 
that this remedy will be effeCual. 

The Emperor of .Ruffia. has forbidden any Danith 
fhipsto enter his ports. All thofe which were there 
have orders to quit the Ruffian ports in 48 hours, and 
for that purpofe has iffued the following proclamation : 
Extract of an Order from St Petersburgh, to Major General 

and Port Captain Burmaneticzn, dated August 1799. 

© Whereus, in the city of Copenhagen, and through- 
out the whole kingdom of Denmark, clubs and focieties 
have been formed upon principles fimilar to thofe which) 
have brought about the Revolution,in France, and over- 
turned the lawful monarchical power of that-country ; 
and whereas thefe have been, permitted by the Danifh 
Government, is ordered by us, that all Danith thips of 
war, as well as merchantmen, and alfo all fubjedts of 
that kingdom, {hall be {trictly forbid to eater into any 
‘of the ports of our dominions.” 

The people on board the Ruffian fleet of tranfports, 
were ordered not to g0 0a fhore in the Danith har- 
bours. 

A letter from New York, dated rath Auguft fays, 
The yellow fever broke out at Philadelphia the 15th of 
July, and at New York the zoth. Fortunately it con- 
tinued only 10 days, and then entirely difappeared. It 
was brought to thofe places by two vellels from the Ha- 
vannah. Eight perfons who had gone on’ board thefe 
veffels died of it. ‘The alarm was fo great that num-

General Brune having acceded to the gbove requelt, 
General Daendels has made public his report to him, 
in which he fays, that 

« At 4 inthe morning of the ioth, his divifion was 
already in poileflion of Havencarpfel and Dirkthoorn ; 
that, in advancing to Eningenburg, to attack that place, 
his march was impeded by the divifion of General Bon- 
homme, which occupied the roads, and he was forced 
to attack Fort Marteniburg ioftead of Ennigenburg.— 
The attack had begun with fuccefs, the Englifh had a- 
bandoned their fir{t intreachments, and he was preparing 
to carrythe village by main force, when he was informed 
that fome battalions of General Bonhomme’s brigade 
were retreating in diforder, notwith{tanding the bravery 
difplayed by the General, and his efforts to {top them. 
On this, without fufpending it, he flackened his attack, 
and proceeded to General Bonhomme’s brigade, to put 
a ftop to the confufion which began to reign in it. He 
then returned to the place of his attack, in Srder to 
continue it, but judging by the fire, and the reports 
made to him by an aid-de-camp of General Brune, by 
Colonel Crafs, and by General Bouhomme, that the 
left of the army was not fo far advanced as his divifion, ° 
he contented himfelf with maintaining his firft advanta- 
ges, till he received frefh orders; but when he found 
that the fire from the left had entirely ceafed, and that 
the enemy was filing off a confiderable column to turn 
his right, he fent two battalions, to defend the bridges 
which he cut down to cover his flank, and he ordered 
the retreat, which was effected with great order. The. 
enemy attempted in vain to prevent his retreat, by at- 
tacking him at Dirkfhoorn, but their howitzers fet fire 
to the village.” 
General Daendels concludes, by  ftating his lofs at 
150 men in killed and wounded. 
The following details have alfo been publifhed officially: 





The letters from Amfterdam and the Hague, dated 
the 16th Fruétidor, (Sept. 2,) had announced that 
the Dutch fleet had furrendered, by capitulation, to the 
Englith ; but thofe of the 17th having almolt as foon 
denied that intelligence, the Direétory were. glad they 
had not communicated it to you. Unfortunately they 
have received the confirmation Of it. ‘The letter of the 
Minifter of the Dutch Marine, of which they tranfmit 
you a copy, leaves no doubt upon the fubject.

not confécrate, by any treaty, this culpable defection, 
and that they preferred remaining prifoners of war? Thus 
it is again upon treafon that England has founded her 

fuccefs. She triumphs in the Texel, as fhe triumphed at 

Toulon, by the moft , : ® but now, as 

then, a fuccels fo obtained will be fpeedily expiated.—
